“Aggressive Intentions 
of Japan and Germany” 
Necessitate Larger Mil- 
itary Force, Russian 
Premier Announces. 


LEADER STRESSES 
FOREIGN MENACE 


Poland and Italy Also 
Are Named by Molotoff 
in Speech Before Cen- 
tral Executive Body. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 10.—(#)—Soviet 
Russia, one of the world’s strongest 
military powers, frankly announced 
an even greater rearmament program 
tonight because of “the aggressive in- 
tentions of Japan and Germany.” 

Vyacheslaff Molotoff, who is pre- 
mier through his office of president 
of the council of commissars, dis- 
closed the far-reaching military pluns 
in a bristling address to the all-union 
central executive committee, meeting 
in the Kremlin. Among his audience 
was Joseph Stalin. 

Russia now has an army 1,000,000 
strong and thousands of airplanes and 
tanks, but Molotoff said more must 
be done. 

Recent Russian press reports of a 
secret alliance between Japan ané 
Germany, he asserted, “came as no 
eurprise so far as we are concerned.” 

Both nations, he pointed out, have 
left the League of Nations, and both, 
he charged, “have aggressive inten- 


Military Camp. 

“Germany,’® said Molotoff, “is lit- 
erally a military camp which is sit- 
uated at its center and endangers the 
whole of Europe. The nazis are get- 
ting ready to strike.” 

“It has become most essential that 
we put our defenses on the highest 
attainable plane,” the official contin- 
ued. ‘This must add greatly to the 
military budget. 

“We must see that the entire army 
—aviation, artillery, tanks, etc.— 
knows its job thoroughly and is pre- 
pared to act with the highest effi- 
ciency.” 

Poland was included by Molotoff 


among Russia’s potential aggressors. 
He asserted Warsaw has ambitions 
to expand into the Baltic states. 

The Soviet union, he continued, “‘is 
interested primarily in a defense of 
its peaceful work of building social- 
ism. We have destroyed our landlords 
and bankers and we have created a 
new industry and a new people and 
we are stronger and! better—and yet 
certain peoples plan to attack us.” 

Sounds Warning. . 

He wound up with what was in- 
terpreted by the audience as a warn- 
ing: “The old world must make way 
for the new!” 

Calling attention to the fact that 
a Russian proposal of three years ugo 
for a non-aggression treaty with Ja- 
pan is still unaccepted, Molotoff ac- 
cused the Japanese of permitting iric- 
tion with the Soviet union to deflect 
the world’s attention from military 
operations in North China. He said 
'Pokyo also had ignored repeated Rus- 
sian suggestions for the creation of a 
mixed commission to settle the causes 
of boundary disputes. 

He criticized Italy as an “imperial- 
istic aggressor” and sharply attacked 
the League for “having done nothing 
to warn her (Italy) against her pres- 
ent acts.”

Landslides Bury Men, 
Women and Children in 
One Hamlet; Entire 
Villages Are Destroyed. 


BOGOTA, Colombia, Jan. '10.—() 
A destructive earthquake, followed by 
landslides which swallowed up vil- 
lages, killed between 200 and 300 per- 
sons in southwestern Colombia, dis- 
patches said tonight. 

A much greater death toll was 
feared. A widespread area was af- 
fected and it is heavily populated. 

More than 200 men, women and 
children were buried alive in one ham- 
let alone, dispatches reported, that of 
La Chorrera, in the vicinity of ‘Tu- 
querres. The village was obliterated. 

The violent earthquake iast night. 
shook ail of Narino department, dis- 
patches from Pasto, the capital, said. 

At least 36 persons were killed in 
the town of Tuquerres and the villages 
of Sapuyes, Alban and Pinzon were 
destroyed. Landslides followed the 
quake, 

Futher details were lacking because 


communication lines throughout the 
affected area were disrupted. 

_ The Colombian government moved 
iramediately to send aid to the dis- 
tressed. Minister of Industries Mar- 
tinez wil! leave by airplane early to- 
morrow for Pasto to direct relief 
work, 

The scene of the earthquake is in 
western Colombia, near the border of 
Ecuador. More than 50 persons were 
killed by an earthquake in that area 
last August. 

_ Pasto, capital of Narino province, 
is a village famous for its manufac- 
ture of Panama hats.

Hour Conference. 

Last May Mr. Roosevelt spoke 
steadily for an hour and a half to 
the reporters, hardly taking time to 
light a cigaret. Today“the conference 
lasted a half hour. ° 
_ Thinking out loud, as he explained 
it, the President frowned on _ pro- 
posals to provide subsidies for ex- 
perts of farm commodities and _ re- 
emphasized his belief that soil con- 
servation and production control were 
the best methods of advancing agri- 
culture’s welfare. 

“We must avoid,” he said for di- 
rect quotation, “any national agricul- 
tural policy which will result in the 
shipping of our soil fertility to for- 
eign nations.” 

At the conclusion of the interview, 
one reporter suggested that export 
subsidies might be permitted on a 
limited basis. Mr. Roosevelt looked 
up and sharply replied that if he 
were a dictator that probably could 
be worked. 

When the President was discussing

UNDOLLAR SVALUE 


Retains Authority To Cut 
Gold Content and Use 
Huge Stabilization Fund 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(4)— 
Declaring the international financial 
“emergenty” of 1934 still existed, 
President Roosevelt today renewed his 
authority to further revalue the dol- 
lar and guide it in foreign exchange 
with a huge stabilization fund. 

Exercising powers given him in the 
gold reserve act of 1934, the President 
by formal proclamation took these ac- 
tions : 

Extended the life of the $2,000,000,- 
000 stabilization fund, due to expire 
at the end of this month, until Janu- 


ary, 1937. 

Extended the likewise expiring au- 
thority contained in the act of Ma 
12, 1933, permitting him to establis 
the weight of the gold dollar at not 
less than 50 per cent of its then legal’ 
weight, with the provision that the 
weight could not be fixed at more 
than 60 per cent of its then legal 


weight. 
No Hint of Plans. 

Giving no hint of plans, if any, to 
shift the gold dollar from its U6 
basis, and shunting aside questions 
about the prospects of international 
monetary stabilization, the chief ex- 
ecutive gave only this reason for his 
action : 

“The emergency which existed on 
January 30, 1984, the date of approv- 
al of the gold reserve act of 1934, has 
not been terminated by international 
monetary agreement or otherwise, but, 
on the contrary continues and has 
been intensified in divers respects by 
unsettled conditions in international 
commerce and finance and in foreign 
exchange.” 

Under the authority of the gold re- 
serve act, Mr. Roosevelt early in 1934 
reduced the gold content of the dollar 
from 25.8 grains to 15 5-21 grains, 
nine-tenths fine and automatically 
lifted the price of gold from $20.67 to 
$35 an ounce. This action constituted 
a reduction of the gold in the dollar 
to 59.06 per cent of the former con- 
tent. 

Today’s action makes possible either 
a further cut of 9.06 per cent in gold 
content or an increase of 0.94 per cent.

appeared.” They asserted the RFC

What $1,000 Holder 
Of Bonus May Get 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(#)— 
Here is what the bonus bill, passed 
Friday by the house, may mean to 
the holder of a $1,000 bonus certifi- 
cate: - - 

If the veteran has borrowed nothing 
against the certificate and wants cash, 
he would get $1,000. 

If he has borrowed $500 against 

his certificate and wants the rest of 
its value now, he would get $500. 
- If he as borrowed nothing and al- 
lows the certificate to, mature until 
January 1, 1945, he would receive 
about $1,255. 

If he has borrowed $500 and allows 
the remainder: to mature until 1940, 
he would receive about $567.50. 

These last two possibilities are fig- 
ured on the basis of final bonus pas- 
sage by July 1. Earlier enactment 
would give the certificate-holding vet- 
erans slightly more. 

The bill stipulates that if the vet- 
eran does hot apply for cash before 
April 6, 1937—20 years after the

Major Features 
Of New Bonus Bill 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(P)— 
Here are the major features of the 
bonus bill passed today by the house: 
Adjusted service certificates held by 
almost 3,500,000 World War veterans 
are “declared to be immediately pay- 
able.” The oe an appro- 
priation, but pfovides no method for 
raising money. | 
The face values of the certificates 
range from $126 to $1,590, averaging 


486,000,000. 
The amount paid would be the face 


value less the amount of any loans 
made on the certificates. 

A veteran choosing to keep his cer- 
tificate until April 6, 1937, or later 
would draw 3 per cent simple interest 
per year on the face value, minus the 
principal of any loan on the certifi- 
cate. The interest would run from the 
date of enactment of the bill until the 
veteran died or applied for cash .pay- 
ment. In no event would it be paid 
beyond January’ 1, 1945, the maturity 
date of the certificates under present 
aw. The accrued interest would be 
paid only at the time of payment of 
the face value. 

Backers of the bill say retention of 
certificates for the interest should re- 
duce the immediate cash outlay by 
about $500,000,000 

Interest accrued on any loan on a 
certificate prior to enactment of the 
bill would be canceled and not charged 
agaimst the face value upon payment

He was born at West 
Point, N. Y¥., 72 years ago, received 
hig education at Yale, emerging in 
1884, and came to France the next 
year to join the Societe Hotchkiss et 


Com ie, which produces’ the 
Hotchkiss guns.

ng blame. : 

You have often tried to dodge blame, as we all do. I suppose it is 
human nature to manufacture an alibi, and perhaps no great harm is done. 
But if you keep it up, you will soon be taking the next step and blaming 
somebody else. ‘ 

There isn’t.much left of character when that happens. When a man 
blames his wife for his drinking, or a failure blames the poor training he 
received in youth, or a badly-soiled girl blames her partner in sin, weak- 
ness has found a.comforting excuse and thereafter will be content to 
deceive itself instead of trying to do better. 

Don’t let yourself fool you, dear. If there is an odor in your back 
yard, you will do nothing to remove the cause so long as you blame your 
neighbor’s garbage.

Pace, also an attorney, and former 
state senator and former state rep- 
resentative in the Georgia legislature, 
ve a candidate against Castellow. in 


Pace’s unnotincement followed that 
of Fort by only a short time. He said 
his platform would include a plank 
pledging support to the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. Wk 

Pace said voters of the , 
“want a representative in congress 
who will be a loyal supporter of the 
President.” Pointing out he has “at 
all times given sympathetic and ac- 
tive support to the President,” he said 
he w@uld make formal announcement 
of his eandidacy later. 

“Some have advised me to stay 
quiet or go easy as to supporting the 
present administration,” he said, “but 
it is my opinion that the President 
has and will always do everything he 
can for the general good and best in- 
terest of the people, and I shall not 
compromise that conviction.” 

Fort said that in response to in- 
quiries from friends throughout the 
district, he was announcing that he 
would be a candidate.

‘Fictitious Losses’ in °’29 
Crash Charged in Brief 
Filed With Tax Appeals. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—(7)—A 
formal accusation was lodged by the 
treasury today that Pierre S. duPont, 
of’ Delaware, and John J. Raskob, 


of New York, entered into an agree- 
ment in 1929 to establish “fictitious 
losses” on the stock market for in- 
come tax purposes. 

Raskob is a former chairman of 
the democratie national committee, 
and duPont a member of the promi- 
nent Wilmington munitions and in- 
dustrial family. Both have been ac- 
tive recently in the American Liberty 
a, dat a harsh critic of the New 


al. 
In a brief filed with the board of 
tax appeals, replying to a suit by 
duPont protesting additional taxes, 
the treasury charged that duPont 
“entered into a plan, agreement and 
understanding’ with Raskob in an 
“attempt to create fictitious losses 
for the purpose of understating their 
net taxable incomes respectively for 
the year 1929.” 

The government’s answer, written 
by Herman Oliphant, treasury coun- 
sel, demanded duPont’s taxes should 
be increased by $617,316 for 1929. 


Oliphant charged “fictitious” stock 
losses of $1,946,048, and asserted that 
$54,169 was unreported as income. 

For the year, the government re- | 
ported that duPont deducted an “al- ' 
leged loss” of $3,120,645” while Ras. 
kob sought to subtract $4,375,523. | 
Raskob has had an appeal pending for | 
some years, also, but the file was not | 
available today at the Tax Appeal 
Board offices.

BELIEVING THE ENEMY. 

It is a great mistake to accept the 
opponents’ bidding at face value. Cue- 
bids showing voids, for instance, are 
not invariably truthful—they may be 
made for the sole purpose of impress- 
ing the enemy. Perhaps the cue-bid- 
der knows his opponents to be more 
eredulous than his own partner. In 
that case. the possible gain of a 
“nhony” bid may far outweigh the 
attendant risk. 

That was the purpose, at least in 
vart, of the South player in today’s 
Seed. He knew how his left hand op- 
ponent’s mind worked, and capitalized 
that knowledge to the tune of 
points.

*After a free raise by partner, 
South has slam aspirations. As a 
matter of fact, he had every right to 
count his partner for a better hand 
-.than he actually held—the raise was 
‘highly questionable. South's cue-bid 
in spades has the triple purpose of 
showing partner great strength, misin- 
forming the opponents of the spade 
distribution, and inducing a sacrifice 
bid in spades by them at a high level. 
Obviously, North, with his compara- 
‘tively weak holding, never could take 
much action after he had given a free 
raise. 

The play of the hand was simple. 
West ruffled the second diamond lead 
and drew trumps, conceding the king, 
during which process he again was 
foreed to trump and reduced to one 
spade. Since North had the club suit 
doubly stopped, declarer could cash 
only the ace. In all, he was held to 
five trumps and the club ace, for a 
penalty of five tricks doubled.

He came to the Cubs a year 
ago in a trade with Pittsburgh that 
also brought Larry French, left-hand- 
ed pitcher. Previously, Lindstrom 
had played with the New York Giants, 
and was considered ‘as the possible 
successor to the late John J. McGraw 
as manager of the Giants. When Biil 
Terry took over the Giants in 1932 
Lindstrom went to Pittsburgh. 


The departure of Lindstrom means 
that Augie Galan, sensational young 
rookie of the 1935 campaign, will be 
moved to center to fill Lindstrom’s 
spot. Frank Demaree probably will 
be shifted to left field and either 
Chuck Klein or Johnny Gill, a ‘slug- 
ging newcomer obtained from Minne- 
apolis. will take over right field.
